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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Claims 1 and 2 in the reply filed on February 6, 
2006 is acknowledged. Claims 3 and 4 are withdrawn from further consideration as be drawn to 
a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The phase "sticking a plurality of optical members" is indefinite. Based 
on applicant specification (see Example), examiner believes that applicant intended to the recite 
the phase, "sticking together a plurality of optical members." Examiner recommends applicant 
add the word "together" as suggested above or properly clarify the scope of the claim. 

Specification 

4. 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, clear, 
concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not clear, concise 
and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, 
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first paragraph. The specification appears to be a literal translation of a foreign document 
Examples of some unclear, inexact or verbose terms used in the specification are: page 2, first 
full paragraph, page 2, first sentence of the last paragraph, and page 3, first sentence of the fourth 
paragraph. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on . 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kobayashi et al. 
'275. 

Kobayashi et al. discloses a method of producing an optical member, comprising steps of: 
sticking a plurality of optical members 3 1, 32 for use in an ultraviolet region; filling a fluorine- 
based organic compound 4 (column 6, lines 51-65) between the optical members; and sealing the 
fluorine-based organic compound with an adhesive fluorine resin at the periphery of the optical 
members (column 8, lines 37-49, line 8, column 9, lines 32-40, column 11, lines 1-5, figures 1, 4, 
8). Applicant should that the language "for use in ultraviolet region" is intended use language 
and does not further limit the claim. As to claim 2, Kobayashi et al. discloses a method wherein 
the fluorine-based organic compound is a fluorine-based oil (column 6, lines 51-65). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Takahashi et 
al. (US 2002/034642 Al) in view of Kobayashi et al. 

The Takahashi et al. reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based 
upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art only under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: (1) a showing 
under 37 CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived 
from the inventor of this application and is thus not an invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a 
date of invention for the claimed subject matter of the application which corresponds to subject 
matter disclosed but not claimed in the reference, prior to the effective U:S. filing date of the 
reference under 37 CFR 1.131; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the 
application and reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in 
the application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.321(c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing that the 
reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(1)(1) and § 706.02(1)(2). 

Takahashi et al. discloses a method of producing an optical member, comprising steps of: 
sticking a plurality of optical members 1, 2 for use in an ultraviolet region; filling a fluorine- 
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based organic compound 3 between the optical members; and sealing the fluorine-based organic 
compound with an adhesive resin 4 at the periphery of the optical members (paragraphs 0008- 
0014). Applicant should note that the language "for use in ultraviolet region" is intended use 
language and does not further limit the claim. While the reference discloses that the adhesive 
resin 4 can comprise an epoxy, the reference is silent as to whether the adhesive can comprise 
fluorine. Kobayashi et al. discloses a method of producing an optical member as discussed 
above, and further discloses that a fluorine based adhesive can be used as an alternative to an 
epoxy resin (column 8, lines 46-47). Therefore, at the time of the invention it would have been 
obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to substitute the epoxy resin of Takahashi et al. 
with the fluorine based resin of Kobayashi et al. as the two are well recognized alternatives in the 
art. 

As to claim 2, Takahashi et al. discloses a method wherein the fluorine-based organic 
compound is a fluorine-based oil (paragraph 001 1).
